Two Canadian Farmers Start 


With Single Pair and Now 


Thousands'. 


RANCHES ARE WIRE CLOSED 


AnlmaU Llk« to Play and Do Not Mind 


the Coldest Weather—Farmlnj Not 


Always Successful as Olseaie 


Carries Off Young. 


Moucton, N, B.—Canada is the homo 


of the aristocratic black and silver 
fox, the breeding of these regitl little 
ubiijtils having bocouio an alluring 
and lucrative Industry In various parts 
of this country. ' It is very doubtful If 
California hud auytblug on fox ranch- 
Uig when, hi '40, Ihe blast of her slreu 
cull resounded from coast to coaet, 
aud men became gold-mad In their 
frenzy to "get rich quick." 


The 
province of New Brunswick 


claims the honor of possesslni; Uie 
largest fox ranch In the world. This 
ranch la situated on the Little River, 
16 uillcs from the city of Moncton. In 
1013 the Colpltts brothers, who then 
were farmers living In a sparsely set- 
tled agricultural district, saw grent 
possibilities In fox ranches and used 
ttt their advantage knowledge of the 
liablts of wild rmlimils lie-quired in 
bunting 'and trapping In earlier dnys. 


Theirs wns a modest venture of a 


single pair of foxes, while today they 
are the proud possessors of more than 
one thousand pups, apart from the old 
ones numbering 000, thus placing this 
ttmch as the largest .single ranch In 
tho world. It may be of Interest to 
follow tho evolution and workings of 
this ranch. Besides, the main Colpltts 
ranch, the Little Itlver valley Is dotted 
with smaller ranches, In all of which 
they have an Interest. The largest of 
these smaller ranches Is the Anglo- 
American, with about 300 foxes. All 
the.foxes In these ranches .arc of the 
Bllver black strain and nearly all of 
them from. the. original Colpltts pair. 
Foxes'breed but once a year, reported 
cases of nioreifremient:breeding.being 
not well authenticated. Litters of five, 
six and even seven pups are not un- 
iCommoii,'although the'usual number Is 
jfourVand Bve. .

R»nch«l; Inclined In W!r«, 


, The modern foi much at a distance 
.resembles a wartime eii|uiiKleinent',"be- 
.Ing built'entirely of : heavy \vfre 'net- 
ting, seven or eight feet high, with 
an overhang to prevent the foxes from 
making their escape Into the open or 
from gettliig fr^m one to another. For- 
mj^l'y the;ranches were Inclosed by a 
lil^Vtioiird feuct with wire inside" to 
prevent 'the ;lfoxes from 'burrowing 
holes anil.'(bus" making thelr: escaii£ 
The' Idea was to keep 'the foxes from 
view heaiuse of their tlinld and sus- 
picious nature. 


The best ranches, however, have dis- 


carded the high board fence tind vis- 
itors are allowed not only lo see from 
the put'sldc hilt are taken through the 
ranches and inlo the peris right aracnj 
Ui? JCJ6& jhfe'Colpms rancB ci'vers 
several acres, .The great inclosurc be- 
ing divided Into hundreds of pens, each 
provided with a wooden box for. shel- 
ter and a breeding pen. The fox likes 
the open and plays and runs about, 
climbing the wire netting and other- 
wise disporting himself, except In hot 
or wet weather, when he seeks shel- 
ter.i They do'not mind the cold and 
with the temperature below zero will 
remain out In the open without the 
slightest sign of discomfort. 
As a 


matter of fact they appear to enjoy 
the extreme cold. 


Care of Mother Foxet. 


It Is only In the mating and pupping 


season that the fox is kept In se- 
clusion and .outsiders barred from the 
ranches. Dr. B. A. Randall of Truro, 
Nova Scotia, on old fox farmer, sajs: 
"After foxes have mated nnd have 
been separated the ranchman makes 
dally visits to the female pen, opens 
It every day nnd shuts her In the house 
every nlghl. She becomes accustomed 
to these visits nnd shows very little 
fear or nervousness. 1'ups are due In 
Gl or 53 dnys after mating. 
When the 


pups have arrived the female is kept 
confined in the breeding pen for three 
dnys, nt the end of which tlinu she be- 
comes nttnched to it and does not 
want to carry her pups out. 


"If for any reason the pups are not 


thriving the female Is examined nnd 
If her milk has dried up. which some- 
times happens, the pups are taken 
nwny and reared by cats, who do not 
In the slightest object to such strange 
little Tiitteng,' At fee e,nd. pf Uij e,lghtl 
werk the pups nre taken from me 
moiher and placed In the pen by them- 
Folvf-s, to he fe<] sparingly of foorl. ljut 
when six .months old they v.'ll lie tak- 
ing more food tli.in the olil foxes. 


"Tl:e feeding of the foxes Es a very 


Interesting nnd esspntml p;irt of their 
<i:re. 
Tlie fox does not rank high 


in an epicurean sense, lie is not at 
all fastidious as to the quality of his 
food but It Is regarded as essential 
to the health of the little animals 
thnt they should have variety. In 
sonic cases horse ment Is fed hut beof 
Is preferred. 
The nie.it of rabbits Is 


regarded as.a delicacy and the rnnch- 
ers bny up all that can be obtalnril."

out ir.ore than S3.000 for rabbits snnrr.-l

events may dictate. He declared that 
no one could welcome bis retirement 
more than himself, but followed .Ihli 
with the dramatic passage:

Earliest Tlmes^-Napolton's Fa- 


mous Dromedary-Corps. 


' In the country where camels live 
they have been used In battle from 
very 'remote limes. 


In his Egyptian campaign. Napo- 


leon decided In 1703 to create a reg- 
iment mounted on dromedaries, to 
consist of two squadrons of four com- 
panies each. The soldiers were to bo 
selected frotn the Ininntry, to wear 
distinctive unlformav ana-to be armed 
with the weapons of the Infantry, plus 
a very long lance. The soldiers were 
to be mounted on dromeaarles of su- 
perior 
speed 
and 
endurance. The 


dromedaries seem to have been easy 
to train, and no difficulty was Incurred 
In accustoming them to the drum and 
bugle. 


This corps reached a strength of 


about six hundred men and appears 
to have been a valuable military force. 
The usual day's march was about sev- 
enty-two miles, nnd one case Is died 
of MO miles In eight days. 


The dromedary corps remained In 


existence about two and a half years.

were 


raised In Algeria, and also In India.

It Is Ihe consensus o£ opinion among 


farmers that hogging off com pays 
and this fact Is borne out by results 
at most of the agricultural experi- 
ment stations. Should you have pigs 
weighing 'around 100 Ibj to turn in- 
to the corn, you can expect the pigs 
to gain a pound a day or better when 
fed a pound of shorts or a half pound 
of tankage In addition to corn^hogged 
off. 
With pigs of this size in hog- 


ging off com, they can be expected 
to consume from five to seven pounds 
of corn dally. 
It la an economical 


method of harvesting an area of corn 
and If not kepi In too late in the 
season, the cattle or sheep will clean 
up much of the leaves not toucJied 
by 'he hogs.

CONTINUE INBREEDING TESTS 


Department of Agriculture Has Now 


Taken Up Investigations With 


Poultry and Swine. 


After 15 years of inbreeding and 


cross-breeding experiments with guinea 
pigs, In which more than 34,000 animals' 
were used, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is continuing tha 
Investigations with poultry and swine, 
making use of many facts developed 
In the tests with the smaller animals.
